rationally say her decision is made on a frivolous pasjs. So
after a woman has gone through whatever enotional agony is
invol ved in reaching that decision, the state ghould not step
in, through the agencK of a mal e-dom nated Legi sI ature, gnd set
into law a statement that indicates every case ctly the
same and every woman nust be treated wi t hout ' i stithcti bn. We
